Development of any riv e r basin which 
vitally affects the re sid e nts of more 
th a n two S ta te s, and involves naviga­ 
tion as well, becomes so complex t h a t 
often new grou n d needs to 
turned. 
Such is t h e case with t h e Delaware. 
The A r m y E ngineers a r e working on 
plans for com prehensive development of 
t h e basin. 
T hese ideas a r e also being 
studied b y t h e Delaware River Basin 
Advisory Committee. 
W o rk in g w ith 
these agencies and also along the lines 
suggested b y the S y ra c u se Cniversity 
study m a d e public last fall, Senators 
from th e f o u r States in t h e basin are 
thin k in g of th e creation of a totally 
new tyjie o f agency. 
This would m ake th e Federal g overn­ 
ment and t h e States of N e w York, New 
Jersey, Pen nsy lvan ia and Delaware full 
p a rtn e rs in development of the river. 
At the s a m e time the r i g h t s of New 


York City and Philadelphia would be 
safeguarded. 
T he projioRed commission would he
